San Antonio, Tex.- After being 
sought for six days by thirty air- 
planes, several troops ot cavalry and 
200 cowboys over practically every 
mile of territory between El] Paso and 
San Antonio, Lieutenant Alexander 
Pearson, Jr., rode into Sanderson. on 
amuleat 9:15 p. m., February 16. He 
immediately reported to Major Hef- 
ferman, in charge of operations at 
Sanderson. 

Lieutenant Pearson

First report: said that he had fallen 
across the Mexican border, but this 
was denied by Major 4efferman over 
long distance to San Antonio Wednes- 
day.

ranch and was now physically fit. 

Lieutenant Pearson had last been 
seen on February 10 flying over Fort 
Stockton, not far from Sanderson. 
Shortly afterward he became lost in 
the fog bank and, after aimless drift- 
ing for several hours, his gasoline 
supply became exhausted. It was then 
that he was forced to land. 

Pearson left Douglas on Monday, 
February 7, for Pablo Beach, Fla. 
He was to leave Pablo Beach on Feb- 
Tuary 22 for a transcontinental one- 
day flight. On February § he was 
forced to land at Columbus, N. M., 
where a new engine was installed in 
his plane. (On Thursday morning, 
February 10, he left El Paso and at 
noon he had been reported flying over 
Fort Stockton. 

He should have arrived in San An- 
tonio late in the afternoon and when 
he failed to arrive by Friday a search 
Was started by officials of the 8th 
Corps Area. 

Saturday morning, February 12, a 
score of army airplanes from El Paso 
and San Antonio were sent to scour 
the entire Big Bend country. Several 
troops of cavalry and about 200 cow- 
boys also joined in the search over 
the rough West Texas country, where 
there are no hquses for miles.

After be- 
ing used for years by gamblers 
and others of a superstitious 
nature, the word was_ finally 
Introduced into literature by 
Audran, in hig opera “I.a Mas- 
cotte,” in which the term des- 
ignntes the messengers of the 
power of God, sent to counter- 
uct the influence of the power 
of evil.

Why Not Increase Efficiency 
Instead of Increasing Taxes 


Everywhere, in California as in 
the other states, the politician 
and public office holder, instead 
of trying to reduce or restrict the 
tax burdens of the people are 
trying to pileon mole. The tax- 
payer’s back is bent with tax 
burdens, but it isn’t broken, and 
that is probably the reason why the 
politician wants to increase the 
load. Thrs is the time of all time 
ito grub out useless office holders 
and commissions and reduce the 
cost of government tothe minimum. 

The people are demanding, and 
rightly so, a reduction in the cost 
of living, With equal propriety 
and earnestness they are demand- 
ing a reduction in the cost of gov- 
ernment, for the cost of govern- 
ment is an element in the cost ot 
living. 

It is a burlesque on public in- 
telligence for Governor Stephens 
of California or anyone else to 
pretend that corporation taxes can 
be increased without burdening 
the people in equal proportion. 
As the law now stands cost of 
operation is a determining factor 
in the fixing of rates. Taxes are 
included in the cost of operation. 
This means that the tax burden 
will be passed om tothe people, 
and the fact that they pay it in- 
directly instead of directly will in 
no way lighten the jioad. 

In California and elsewhere 
there can and should be a scaling 
down of public expenses. Numer- 
ous boards and commissions exist 
apparently for no other reason 
than that politicians are as im- 


Se 


practical iu business as they are 
extravagant in office. What the 
people desire, is pct more taxation 
but more and_ better business 
methods and less tax exploitation. 
Parasites, whether commissions, 
bureaus, boards or individuals, 
should be weeded out. 

In tbis respect it may be well 
for the politicians to realize that 
the people are informed and are 
watching with care and anxiety. 
They will not be deceived by 
grandstand plays, nor cajoled nor 
fouled nor appeased by seductive

What Is a “Fair” Tax Rate? 


Suppose you own a shed worth $100. 

Suppose you pay $1 in taxes on this shed. 

Your tax rate is, clearly, 1 per cent on actual value. 

If you pay $1.63 taxes on your shed, your tax rate is 1.63 per 
cent on actual value, and this is what State officials say our 
average tax rate is. To be exact, the rate is given as $1.632 
on each $100 of actual value. That’s all there is to this taxa 
tion question. 


What Should Utility Companies Pay? : 


Now apply the same process to public utility companies, from whom the State col- 
lects a tax that is passed along to all citizens. For example, the Seavey Tax Com- 
mission’s valuation on operative properties of railroads and street railroads is 


$519,620,000, in 1916. On the same basis used by Mr. Seavey they are worth 
less today. 


If they paid, like the average citizen, 
$1.63 on each $100, they would have paid 
the State, in 1920, $8,480,000. 


As a matter of fact, they paid in 1920, 
$10,122,000, or an excess of $1,642,000 over 
the $1.63 rate. In other words, they are 


paying, not 1.63 per cent, like anyone 
else, but 1.94 per cent on the Seavey Tax 
Commission’s valuation of their properties.
